MUST PLAN FOR LIFE SAVING 


Greatest 
“Improvement" 
in 
Killing 
Devices Are In Air and Gas Serv­ 
ices, So Limitation Won't Be Con­ 
fined to Naval Armaments.

Washington,-*'*White tho immediate 
purpose of the five Kr««t powers In 
limitation of armaments is to Have 
money, 
the ultimate 
object 
Is. of 
course, to save human lives. 
Every* 
one of the powers that will be repre­ 
sented in the conference hen* is ton- 
cerned over the rupld development of 
destructive weapons of war. 
It la 
doubtful, say the best of the army and 
nnvy experts, lf the world could stand 
another general war ut t 1>Im time. 
In tho 28 months that have gone 
by since the armistice was signed, de­ 
velopments in the production o f death* 
dealing Instruments of war have come 
with startling rapidity. Tin* Inventive 
minds Which tho war set to work did 
not cense activity arith the signing o f 
the armistice. 
From week ie week 
and month to month they have gone 
right on developing new’ Instruments 
for killing men In case of war. 
The greatest developments have, of 
course, been in the air and gas serv­ 
ices. 
In tho meantime, however, alt 
other Implements 
of 
war, 
whether 
used by the army or tile nnvy, are 
being brought to a degree of efficiency 
never attained before, These devel­ 
opments must be taken Into consider­ 
ation by tin) statesmen of the five 
great nations. There is, of course, a 
crying demand that motey expendi­ 
tures In preparations for war be re 
(laced, but after all the big thing, us 
tin; leading statesmen of the day view 
the situation, Is for the great powers 
to get together on some plan for lim­ 
iting the uso of the new agencies for 
killing people by the wholesale. 
Problem Hard to Solve. 
Obviously this is not a problem that 
can be enslly solved. 
No nation can 
be expected to enter into any agree­ 
ment that will In any way endanger 
its security. Aud yet in the war which 
ended n little more titan 28 mouths 
ago, the airplane was not brought in* 
to general use as n bomber. 
General­ 
ly speaking, it was used for observa­ 
tion purposes only, 
lf another World 
war should break out tomorrow, the 
air service and gas service, the ex­ 
perts say, would be tho reliance of 
the countries at war, and yet, accord­ 
ing to these same experts, these two 
branches of the service are still in 
their infancy. 
The experiments conducted off the 
Virginia capes recently have revived 
Interest In the air .service and made 


It more certain that the fin fire of this

dreadnought by air bomba, there is 
substantial agreement among the ex­ 
perts that it is a question whether the 
battleship can lie so elitistrhft»*d as to 
Withstand the explosives Which air­ 
planes would min on it in time of war. 
Rome of the experts are emphatic In 
saying Hint it would be foolish for 
any one of the great power* to go

When It first became known that 
the Toited States Intended to Invite 
the principal nilled powers to t i fetid 
the conference bere on limitation of 
armaments, it was generally assumed 
that

most of Its time to a discussion of 
naval 
armaments. 
Now, 
hmv»*ver, 
partly as a result of the OXpoHhtenM 
off the Virginia capes, mid partly due 
to tie* flirt that It is going to be gen­ 
erally known that everyone of the 
powers Is engaged in developing new 
pol almous gases, (he general under- 
standing Is that the conference will 
probably devote much of Its lime to 
the question of what limitations shall 
be pl need on the uw of these modern 
Implements of warfare. 
Officers of our army and navy say 
It Is Inevitable that civilized nations, 
In case of another war, would permit 
the unlimited use of the destructive 
gases flint aho now In process of de- 
vehement.

some of the powers have developed 
gases that could be used In the whole­ 
sale destruction of fleets and vessels 
and of arms and men.

W allington.—While the Immediate 
purpose of the five great power* iii 
limitation of armaments Is to huvo 
money, 
the ultim ate 
object 
Is. of 
course, to save human Uvea. 
Every* 
one of the powers that will he repre­ 
sented In the conference here Is < en* 
cerned over the rapid development <>f 
destructive weapons of war. 
It is 
doubtful, m y the hest of the army and 
navy experts, lf the world could ut and 
another general war at this time, 
In the 28 months that have gone 
by since the armistice was signed, de­ 
velopm ents in the production of death* 
dealing Instruments of war have come 
with startling rapidity. The inventive 
minds which the war set to work did 
intl cease activity with the .signing of 
the armistice. 
From we^dt t#» week 
and month to month they have gone 
right on developing new Instruments 
for killing men In case of war, 
Tho greatest developments huve, of 
course, been in th© air and gas serv­ 
ices. 
In the meantime, however, all 
other Implements of 
war, 
whether 
used by the army or the navy, an* 
being brought to a degree of efficiency 
never attained before. These devel­ 
opment* must be taken bito consider­ 
ation by th© statesmen of the five 
great nations, There is, of course, a 
crying demand that money expendi­ 
tures In preparations for war be re 
dined, but after all the big thing, as 
the leading statesmen of the day view 
the situation, ta for the great powers 
to get together on some plan for lim­ 
iting the use of the new agencies for 
killing people by the wholesale. 
Problem Hard to Solve. 
Obviously this is not a problem thut 
eau tie easily solved, 
No uutlon can 
be expected to enter Into any agral* 
meut that will in any way endanger 
Its security. And yet In the war which 
ended a little more than *28 months 
ago. the airplane was not brought In* 
to general use as a bomber. 
General­ 
ly speaking, It was used for obscrvn 
Hon purposes only. 
If another World 
war should break oat tomorrow, the 
air service aud gas service, the ex­ 
perts say, would be the reliance of 
th© countries at war, and yet, accord­ 
ing to these sum© experts, these two 
branches of the service are still In 
their Infancy. 
The experiments conducted off the 
Virginia cairns recently have revived 
Interest In the air service and pisde

International 
conference on 
limitation of armaments, 
Since the 
destruction 
of

dreadnaught by air bombs, there is 
substantial agreement among the ex­ 
perts that It Is a question whether the 
battleship can he so enlist rtoctfcd as to 
withstand the explosives which air- 
planes would rain on It In time of wor. 
Horne of the experts are emphatic In 
saying thnt It would be foolish for 
any ohe of the grant power* to go 
ahead 
putting 
millions Ihto battle. 
ships, and there is general agreement 
that unless the powers cnn agree on 
limitation* In the air service, every­ 
one of them will be obliged to turn Its 
attention to the building of airplane 
bombers, 
Gas, Too, Mutt Be Considered. 
When It first became known that 
the United Stutes intended to Invite 
the principal allied powers to attend 
the conference here on limitation of 
armaments, It was generally assumed 
that 
the 
conference 
would 
devote 
most of Its tim© to a discussion of 
naval 
armaments. 
Now, 
however, 
partly as a result of the experiments 
off the Virginia capes, and partly due 
to the fact thnt It Is gMng to he gen­ 
erally known flint everyone of the 
powers Is engaged In developing new 
poisonous gases, th© general under­ 
standing Is that tin* conference will 
probably devote much of Its time to 
the question of what limitations shall 
he placed on the lire of these modem 
Implements of warfare. 
Officers of our army and navy say 
It is Inevitable that civilised nations, 
In lase of another war, Would permit 
the unlimited use of the destructive 
gnse^ thnt at*© now In prm+ns of de­ 
velopment. 
It IS well known thnt 
some of the powers have developed 
gnMes thnt could he used In the whole­ 
sale destruction of fleets and vessels 
and of arms and men. 
When these new developments are 
taken 
Into consideration 
It Is not 
strange 
thnt 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Hughes Is Insistent that the confer­ 
ence on limitation of armaments shall 
not he confined to naval a ruin men t s. 
Any limitations placed on naval arm­ 
aments exclusively, though it might 
save money, w'otild In the end be of 
no real service to mankind.
